.the f^ed Bird airport. He says thet the police wont there after the assassination because 
of a report that a small plane, a Riper (£ub, was bein{^ warmed up near a fence repeatedly. 

The Red Bird Oswald is not theltMes hewest one. Ropkin liad tliat in Ids book. 

Hatt laiow nothiii{^ about Donaliue*s '*Hortal Error." Bo roay have hard of it, 1 do not 
now recall, but he is not awia’c of any attention comparable to the play for the Ciancana 
book.
